Due to better financial control, 1964 realized a balance of 
I ,"Si).49 in the general account, however it may be well to note 
n.iu' of the accomplishm.ents. 

A sound program has been put into effect concerning the 
liiwri dump. It no longer constitutes a nuisance. The entire 
.liniip area was covered with fill and a new method of covering 
\v;i.-: adopted. New rules and regulations were put into effect 
iMid strictly enforced. This year an incinerator will be installed 
.uid the road leading to the dump treated with asphalt. 

A program has been set up for the town forest under the 
\.(\P. program which will provide for better care and main- 
I.Miance.' The main road leading into the area was rebuilt, 
.Milverts installed, and water bars put in. Since we have a 
Mduable asset in our forest we feel money now spent will repro- 
duce greater revvards when our timber can be sold. 

Special meetiui^s w^ere held with town residents to familiarize 
Hm iu with the 'T.nabling Act'' which provides for the consoiida- 
lioi\ of the town and village. This consolidation will i^ru vide for 
•1 1 1 . .re e fucient form of local government. It is our hope that the 
I Islative r;-scmb!y approves and returns this during the present 
- ; ftcr which a special meeting will be called for final approval 
\r. the town and village residents. 

I he Oliver Cleat Tractor, ne^aling many rcpairr-', has been 
Ti^placcd. After much deliberation and hivestigation a specially 
built '^ioiiibardier" sidewalk plow was purchased. With proper 
niaintenance this vehicle should provide us with many years oi 
...•rvice and enable us to considerably speed up snow clearance 
I rom sidev^•alks.

1964 

The past winter season proved to be as expensive as the 
ft^iiKou before due to the cost of road material, winter salt and the 
Ulilic demand for more service. The cost of winter maintenance 
nil nur road is growing higher every 3^ear. 

State Aid Tarring 

Last year the State of Vermont Highway crew under the 
Hifldjince of John Durkee, District Engineer, tried something new 
Mil ivoute j^3y which is our State Aid Road :^1. This is called 
§ hot skin mix, whereby the road is just patched and leveled, then 
> coat of hot mix cover is applied to the surface and then rolled. 

area so finished was East St. from the Library to the Proctor- 
I'iltsford Town Line. Park Street in front of the High School 
h(i<l the same resurfacing. 

New Construction 

In 1964 we had a reserve of $5,853.44 for new State Aid Road 
Construction. The Selectmen authorized 0,20 miles of new work 
on the West Proctor Road where construction was left off in 1962. 
New culverts (18'0 were installed, the road was widened and we 
fH'iHcd the grade. Bank run gravel was used for grades and then 
t50vored with good road gravel. One coat of peastone and asphalt 
as then applied. To complete this job, the cost ran over the 
timate by $1,200.00. 

Center Street was widened and the grade was raised. We 
ised the approach at Cain Street with good bank run gravel 
Und then surfaced with peastone and asphalt. 

We constructed a new drainage system, the length of Eden 
venue using 15''' coated culvert pipe and built 4 large catch 
ftsins. This street should be raised about 6^' to 8^' with good run 
gravel during 1965. 
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At this time I wish to thank John Durkee, District Highway 
Engineer and his statf of Kenneth Eastman and Arline Duttori 
for the assistance they gave to the Town of Proctor on our road 
problems. 

My thanks to the people of Proctor for their understanding 
and patience at all times, especially daring the winter months, 

I also wish to express my appreciation to the men in the 
Iroctor Highway Department for their loyalty and the splendid 
job they have always done.

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HEALTH OFFICER'S REPORTS 



During the past year the State Board of Health has taken an 
increasingly active part in the health of the town. Except for the 
specialties, routine laboratory studies are performed at the stale 
laboratory in Burlington without charge to the patient. The 
appended sheets give some indication as to the amount of work 
done during the past year. 

Since the previous report the condition of the town dumj) 
has been improved and I feel that most of the citizens on Newton 
and Garden Streets are quite well satisfied. 

Residents on Patch and East Streets have complained of the 
stench arising from the anti-pollution plant located on the 
Patch Hill Flats. A representative from Fraser Associates which 
engineered the original installation was called here to consul!. 
with local officials. New equipment has now^ been put in use iii 
the plant to overcome this situation. 

Each year at this time I take the opportunity to digress 
from the strict concerns of health, to thoughts that arise in my 
mind each passing day. It is with a note of sadness that I see 
man}^ of our trees cut down. Trees that for years have sheltered, 
shaded, and lent a certain dignity to the surrounding landscap(\ 
Trees that have fully yielded to the march of progress or to th(^ 
ravage of disease. Quite often as I go by the high school i! 
brings back the vision of a gnarled oak that stood as a symbol of 
the batting prowess of Elm.er Bowman and the kids, (now fairly 
old men) hollering and begging him to hit the ball to the oak or 
beyond. Somehow some trees, such as that oak, bring to mind 
a person — with the passing of Guy Boyce. It is difficult to 
withstand the urge to compare the two, solid and almost 
indestructible, I for one miss them both.
